Padway Coming to Sweat to 40 Bight Onslaught of National 
Labor Relations Board; Board Favors CIO State Leaders 
Say; Will Give Particular Attention to Cannery Workers 


The fight against ClO-communistic control of the national 
labor relations board in northern California will be given im- 
petus with the arrival in San Francisco Monday, June 13th of 
Joseph Padway, chief counsel for the American Federation of 


Labor. 


Advices that Padway has been 
assigned to California to work un- 
der direction of the officers of the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor was received this week from 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“Mr, Padway will give particular 
attention to the cannery situation, 
in which the CIO, in attempts to 
wreck the structures we have built 
up under the A. F. of L. banner, 
are being given support by the na- 
tional labor relations board,” offf- 
cers of the state federation said. 
To Fight Radicals 

“His assignment to this area is 
the result of a realization by the 
officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor that California is con- 
sidered one of the hotbeds of rad- 
icalism and a major battleground 
against our common enemy, the 
communist controlled CIG, 

“Mr. Padway is regarded as one 
of the ablest labor attorneys in the 
nation, and California labor will 
welcome him here to make a study 
of an unfortunate situation of 
which he already has documentary 
knowledge.

STATE LABOR HEADS 
APPROVE HEALTH 
ASSOCIATION 


Warning Issued by State Fed- 
eration Brings Association 


To Front 


Identification of the agricul- 
tural workers’ health and med- 
ical association as a quasi-gov- 
ernmental agency was made 


this week following publication 
of a warning against the organiza- 
tion last week by the California 
State Federation of Labor, 


The warning was issued after in- 
quiry to the California state depart- 
ment of insurance and the San 
Francisco Better Business bureau 
failed to elicit any information rel- 
ative to the association. With pub- 
lication of the warning the farm 
security administration came for- 
ward with an explanation of the 
purposes of the association. 

It was organized in March by the 
farm security administration, Cali- 
fornia state department of public 
health, California Medical associa- 
tion, and the California state relief 
administration. 

The aims of the cooperative 
group are to give medical and hos- 
pital aid to low-income agricultural 
workers and serve families ineli- 
gible for state or county aid or 
unable to pay for medical and hos- 
pital services. 

Headquarters offices have been 
opened in Fresno, and as the mi- 
gratory population shifts, following 
the crops, the service will be ex- 
tended. 

Approved by State AFL 

The association was incorporated 
to eliminate delays in the transac- 
tion of the business which might 
occur if the work was handled di- 
rectly under government agencies, 
spokesmen for the farm security 
administration said, 

“The mission of the association 
is laudable and a very greatly 
needed service to agricultural 
workers. We urge labor to give it 
the fullest support. The warning 
was issued with the purpose of pro- 
tecting workers from what it was 
thought might be a commercial 
racket, and with no intention of in- 
terfering with the mission of the 
association,” state labor leaders 
said.

“His first interest will be in con- 
nection with the cannery industry. 
Bona fide labor as represented by 
the American Federation of Labor 
is particularly resentful of efforts 
of the national labor relations 
board, with the apparent consent of 
the democratic administration, to 
wreck the organizations we have 
built up because the board office 
for this region is dominated by the 
CIO and communists. 

“For many years workers in the 
canning industry sought organiza~ 
tion. It was continually fought by 
the employers. In 1931 the mini- 
mum wage for men in the can- 
neries was 20 cents an hour. After 
we successfully organized 60,000 of 
these workers in 1937 we were suc- 


| cessful in raising the minimum to 


52% cents an hour. For the first 


time in the history of the industry 
we won, in this year’s negotiations, 
Sunday's off, limited hours with 
time-and-one-half for overtime and 
Sundays, and seniority rights. 

“These victories, obtained for the 
workers by the California State 
Federation of Labor, are innova- 
tions in the industry. It is ridicu- 
lous to even consider charges that 
the unions which have cost the em- 
ployers these increases and conces- 
sions are company controlled. 
NLRB Assists CIO 

“And that is the very thing the 
national labor relations board is at- 
tempting to help the CIO prove. 
This unusual situation is the prin- 
cipal reason why Mr. Padway has 
been assigned to California, 

“In addition, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor knows that the 
radicals are making one of their 
hardest fights here to gain control 
of organized labor in California, 
And that is another reason why 
Mr. Padway is coming here to aid 
the California State Federation of 
Labor in combatting the deter- 
mined efforts of the national labor 
relations board to destroy legiti- 
mate labor organizations.”

A.F.L. Seamen’s Union No. 21420 Succeeds 
Intern’l. Seamen’s Union on Atlantic Coast 


Green Informs Shipowners That Federation’s New Affiliate “Is Entitled 
Under the Law to Act as the Sole Bargaining Agency” For Certain 
Employes Designated in National Labor Relations Board Order; 
Conferences With Representatives of Union Requested 


The following letter was recently ceived a majority of votes would

the American Federation of Labor, 
from Washington, D. C., to all 
steamship companies having collec- 
tive bargaining relationships with 
the International Seamen’s Union 
of America, an A. F. of L. affiliate 
in process of reorganization: 

“The national labor relations 
board has entered an order dated 
Februry 19, 1938 as a result of an 
election conducted by the board 
among the unlicensed personnel 
employed by you, certifying the In- 
ternational Seamen’s Union of Am- 
erica of its successor affiliated 
with the American Federatlon of 
Labor as the sole bargaining agen- 
cy for the unlicensed personnel em- 
ployed in your deck, engine and 
steward’s departments, except 
wireless and radio operators, elec- 
tricians on electrically driven ships 
and juniors who hold licenses on 
vessels operated out of Atlantic 
and Gulf ports by you. 


Phrasing of Seamen’s Ballot 

“The words ‘or its successor af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’ following the name 
‘International Seamen’s Union of 
America’ were inserted by the na- 
tional labor relations board as a re- 
sult of an argument made before 
the board in September, last, by the 
American Federation of Labor 
counsel, Charlton Ogburn, Esq,, in 
which he stated to the board that 
the international seamen’s union 
was being reorgnized and asked 
the board to defer for two or three 
weeks the beginning of the elec- 
tions until the new name of the or- 
ganization could be placed on the 
ballot. The board, in its order dated 
the 11th of September 1937, denied 
this request but stated that the bal- 
lot would be so phrased that the 
American Federation of Labor un- 
ion, on those lines where it re- 


be certified by the board as the 
sole bargaining agency although 
this American Federation of Labor 
union was other than the interna- 
tional seamen’s union, 


Status of New Union 

“As president of the American 
Federation of Labor, I am taking 
this means of informing you offi- 
cially that the successor union, 
affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, to the international 
seamen’s union, comprising seamen 
on the Atlantic and Gulf is called 
the American Federation of Labor 
Seamen’s Union No. 21420 and as 
such is entitled under the law to 
act as the sole bargaining agency 
for those of your employes desig- 
nated in the foregoing order. 

“On behalf of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and of its Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor Seamen’s 
Union No. 21420, I ask a conference 
with you in which the union would 
be represented by Mr. Patrick 
Ryan and by a bargaining commit- 
tee composed of Mr. Robert Chap- 
delaine, president of the union, and 
Mr. Robert Lynch, secretary of the 
union, for the purpose of negoti- 
ating a contract with you. 

Grange Does Not Represent 
A. F,. of L. Seamen 

“T understand that a letter has 
been sent to some steamship com- 
panies purporting to be signed by 
the international seamen’s union, 
David E. Grange, vice president. 
Last August David E. Grange ten- 
dered his written resignation as 
vice president, member of the ex- 
ecutive board, international sea- 
men’s union and as president of the 
cooks and stewards’ union, condi- 
tioned only on acceptance by me. 
In September I accepted Mr. 
Grange’s resignation and so noti- 
fied him, so that he no longer has 
any connection with the interna- 
tional seamen’s union.”

GREEN INTERPRETS 
PRINTERS’ ELECTION |! 


Says Baker’s Defeat of Howard Is 
Repudiation of the C. I. O. by 
Typographical Union Members 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, is- 
sued the following statement on the 
victory of Claude M. Baker over 
Charles P. Howard for the presi- 
dency of the international typo- 
graphical union: 

“IT congratulate the union print- 
ers of the nation on their success 
in removing from control of their 
organization a termite president 
who sought to bore from within 
and destroy an outstanding Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor union. 

“The election of Baker represents 
a triumph for honesty over hy- 
pocrisy. Baker stood four-square 
for loyalty to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Howard tried to 
remain as president of the I. T. U. 
while continuing to serve as secre- 
tary of the C. I. O. The printers 
showed what they thought of such 
double-dealing, 

“The result constitutes a smash- 
ing repudiation of the C. I. O. by 
one of the most intelligent bodies 
of union members in the country. 
Put to the democratic test of the 
ballot, the C, I. O. again went down 
to inglorious defeat. 

“I defy the C. I. O. to cail this a 
‘moral victory’. A few more such 
‘moral victories’ as the Pennsyl- 
vania primaries and the I. T. U. 
elections and the C. I. O. 
wiped off the map. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor now stronger and 
united in purpose than ever 
fore in its history.”

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THREE C10 UNIONS 
BOLT CONVENTION 


The maritime federation of the 
Pacific split wide open this week 
as three powerful seafaring unions 
bolted the convention in a bitter 
row over seating of AFL affiliated 
ILA delegates from Tacoma, Wash- 
ington. 


The walkout of the sailors’ union 
of the Pacific, the marine firemen 
and the masters, mates and pilots 
virtually shattered the organiza- 
tion which now hes only two off- 
shore unions, the CIO longshore- 
men and a scattering of miscella- 
neous unions left in its member- 
ship. 

Will Change Setup 

Out of the turbulent develop- 
at the convention emerged 
the prospect of a drastic realign- 
ment which would change the en- 
tire picture of the maritime labor 
setup on the Pacific coast. 


Formation of a new federation 
of seafaring unions was regarded 
as a certainty—a federation built 
around a nucleus of the _ sailors, 
firemen, licensed personnel and the 
marine engineers, who bolted the 
maritime federation three weeks 
ago. 

Such a group would almost cer- 
tainly include the powerful team- 
sters’ union and the AFL longshore- 
men, backing the latter union in 
its fight against the Harry Bridges 
dominated CIO communistic-con- 
trolled longshoremen’s union. 

Harry Lundeberg, powerful sail- 
ors’ union representative, charged 
the longshoremen were under the 
“dictatorship” of Harry Bridges.

Credentials issued with the for- 
mal call last month are coming in 
steadily from all parts of the state, 
including many from organizations 
which were not represented at the 
first conference, Vandeleur said, 
Attendance is expected to greatly 
exceed that of the first meeting in 
March, 

Every A. F. of L. union in Cali- 
fornia is entitled to send two dele- 
gates to the July conference, at 
which endorsements for the entire 
state will be made, covering na- 
tional and state offices. 

James Matthams, Santa Barbara 
member of the executive board, i 
charge of arrangements there, an- 
nounces that the hotel Barbara 
has been selected as official head- 
quarters for the conference, 

District committees have been 
elected in various sections of the 
state and are busy analyzing the 
qualifications of incumbents and 
other announced candidates for 
the various offices in accordance 
with the program of procedure is- 
sued by the league’s executive 
board, 

Rules of procedure for the con- 
duct of the July meeting are being 
prepared by the executive board 
for submission to the rules com- 
mittee to facilitate the work of that 
group when the conference opens. 

As soon as the filings close on 
June 25th, the official list of all 
candidates, from assemblymen to 
United States senator, will be pre- 
pared, Vandeleur said, and be avail- 
able as soon as all candidates have 
been certified to the secretary of 
State. Thus last minute filings or 
withdrawals will be covered,

Presbyterians Support Collective 
Bargaining Principle

A strongly worded statement favoring collective bargaining 
for the adjustment of relations arising between workers and 
employers in our complex system of industry and commerce was 
adopted by the 150th general assembly of the presbyterian 
church of the United States of America, held recently in Phila- 
delphia, and recommended for the serious consideration of its 
two million communicants and the nation at large. 


“The right of collective bargaining, which our church has 
recognized since 1910, has now become the law of the land,” the 
statement said. “It is therefore incumbent upon employers and 
labor leaders alike to cooperate in establishing an industrial 
regime that will be increasingly democratic, peaceful and just. 


“We therefore urge a surrender of methods of espionage, 
violence, deception, intimidation and racketeering and a whole- 
hearted acceptance of the principle of mediation and arbitra- 
tion.” 


Collective bargaining is the fundamental principle of the 
American Federation of Labor in securing a system of economic 
relations that is just both to workers who create our wealth and 
employers who own our industries. If employers would sin- 
cerely translate into concrete action the sound philosophy under- 
lying the American Federation of Labor and supported by the 
presbyterian assembly there would indeed be a stable founda- 
tion for peace in industry and a united front against subversive 
forces threatening American institutions. 


Preventing War 


The committee on military affairs of the United States senate 
has submitted a report recommending the enactment of the bill, 
introduced by Senator Lee of Oklahoma, “to promote peace and 
the national defense through a more equal distribution of the 
burdens of war by drafting the use of money according to ability 
to lend to the government.” 


Standing on the conviction that the owners of property 
should be required to make sacrifices during a war and pre-~ 
vented from amassing large profits from war, the bill declares 
“that whenever congress shall declare war, or shall declare that 
the imminence of war has created an emergency which in the 
judgment of the president is sufficiently serious to necessitate an 
increase in the military establishment by the drafting of man- 
power, the president is authorized and requested to cause to be 
taken a census of the net wealth of the nation.” 


On the basis of the wealth census the law would require 
persons owning wealth valued at $1,000 or more to lend portions 
of it to the government in return for fifty-year bonds carrying 
one per cent interest, the bonds being redeemable at the option 
of the government. 


The apportionment of the compulsory loan is graduated ina 
manner similar to the federal income tax, laying the heaviest 
burden on those most able to lend. The loans range from five 
per cent on net wealth of from $1,000 to $10,000 and ten per 
cent on wealth ranging from $10,000 to $100,000 up to 75 per 
cent on wealth above $100,000,000. 

Pointing out that one of the greatest incentives to war is the 
“possibility of making profit by means of high interest rates 
during the war,” the report declares that the enactment of the 
Lee bill ‘would remove any possibility of profits resulting from 


financing the war,” and “would help to equalize the financial 
burden of war,” the report added: 


“Instead of holding out the tempting incentive of high interest 
rates for the use of money in the case of war, it would say to 
the financiers of the United States, ‘If the United States goes to 
war, you will be compelled to finance it, and that not at a profit, 
but at a loss.’ 

“The surest way to prevent this country from being drawn 


into a future war is to draft money as well as manpower. When |, 


the financial tycoons and large manufacturers realize that they 
will have to lend the bulk of the money necessary to finance the 
next war, at an extremely low rate of interest, they will hesitate 
to use the forces at their command to propagandize the general 
public into a war hysteria. 

“Thus we will have taken another step in the direction of 
peace by having removed one more cause of war.” 

The Lee bill will, of course, not be acted on by the present 
session of congress. But its drastic provision for the drafting of 
wealth as well as manpower in case of war is bound to create 
earnest thought among all classes of people, and especially 
among those who know the horrible sacrifices in life and health 
which all wars impose upon humanity. 


Exempting the Rich from Taxation 


With all of the present hullabaloo over the capital gains tax, 
the undistributed profits tax on corporations and many other 
taxes included in the 1938 revenue law, coupled with the per- 
sistent demand for a balanced budget by the federal govern- 
ment, it is too bad that the adjournment of congress approaches 
without legislation making the owners of federal, state, and 
municipal bonds subject to taxation to help defray the neces- 
sary expenses of the United States government. 

According to statistics compiled by congressional tax experts 
there were outstanding on July 1, 1936, the vast mount of $54,- 
489,000,000 in federal, state, and local securities on which the 
interest, totaling approximately two billion dollars, is wholly or 
partially exempt from taxation. It is believed that since July 1, 
1936, enough of these tax exempt securities have been issued to 
bring the total up to nearly $60,000,000,000. 

Sixty billion dollars of wealth represented in government 
securities whose owners pay very little taxes to support the fed- 
eral government is certainly an injustice which warrants legisla- 
tion correction,

WAR ON REDS IS URGED 
BY N. Y. LEGION HEAD 


A firm war against communists 
by all Americans was the keynote 
of an address by Jeremiah T, 
Cross, New York state commander 
of the American Legion, before a 
recent luncheon of the New York 
state society of professional engi- 
neers at the hotel Commodore in 
New York city. 

Obviously referring to Simon W. 
Gershon, a member of the com- 
munist party, who is a confidential 
adviser to Manhattan Borough 
President Stanley M. Isaacs and to 
two municipal court justices, Mr. 
Cross said that until a few months 
ago he was one of those who said 
“let the communists alone, they are 
harmless,” but now that “an ex- 
ponent of a foreign ideology” is in 
the New York city government and 


the “cruel tentacles of a foreign or- 
ganization are reaching down into 
the courts” of the city it is time for 


believers in the American form of 
government to wake up. 

He called on the 600 engineers 
present to “enlist with me as com- 
mittees of one” to see that subver- 
sive doctrines do not spread fur- 
ther, and pledged that so long as 
the legion existed it would go on 
expounding the doctrines _ pro- 
claimed by the constitution.

In pledging this sort of ad- 
ministration, Quinn stresses the 
point, that his plans for progress 
and efficiency in the office will 
make no extra demands on the cur- 
rent tax rate.

PROBE OF SUBYERSIVE 
BY GOV. LECHE OF LOUISIANA PROPAGANDA ORDERED 


| Nazi, Fascist and Communist 
Groups in the United States Will 
Be Investigated by Committee of 
Seven Congressmen 


The house of representatives 
passed by a vote of 191 to 41 the 
resolution presented by Represen- 
tative Dies of Texas authorizing 
the speaker of the house to appoint 
a committee of seven members for 
the purpose of conducting an inves- 
tigation of the following subjects: 

“1. The extent, character, and ob- 
jects of un-American propaganda 
activities in the United States; 

“2. The diffusion within the 
United States of subversive and un- 
American propaganda that is insti- 
gated from foreign countries or of 
a domestic origin and which at- 
tacks the principle of the form of 
government as guaranteed by our 
constitution; 

“3. All other questions in relation 
thereto that would aid congress in 
any necessary remedial legislation.” 

Although the dictatorships up- 
held by Stalin in the Soviet union, 
Hitler in Germany and Mussolini 
in Italy are not specifically men- 
tioned in the resolution, Represen- 
tative Dies explained that the 
nazi, facist and communist move- 
ments are the aim of the probe. 

“So far as I am concerned,” he 
said, “I regard communism and 
nazi-ism and fascism as having one 
underlying principle — dictatorship 
—the theory government should 
have the right to control the lives, 


liefs, and every detail of the life of 
the human being, and that man is 
a pawn of the government, rather 
than the American conception that 
government is created for the bene- 
fit of mankind.”

AFL UNION RECOGNIZED 
BY WASHINGTON HOTEL 


The management of the Raleigh 
hotel, Washington, D. C., has ac- 
cepted local No. 80, hotel and res- 
taurant employes’ alliance, an A. F. 
of L. affiliate, as the exclusive rep- 
resentative of approximately 100 
service employes, putting into ef- 
fect an order of the national labor 
relations board. 

The exclusive - representative or- 
der covers the following classifica- 
tions of employes: All service em- 
ployes, including doormen, bellmen, 
elevator operators (front and back), 
lobby porters, housemen, wall wash- 
ers, vacuum men, cleaners and 
maids. 

At a meeting between representa- 
tives of the union and the hotel 
management an agreement was 
reached for an eight-hour day, hir- 
ing through the union, an increase 
in wages, and time and one-half 
for overtime. 


There Is Money in Ideas 


Last year, General Electric com- 
pany paid its employes approxi- 
mately $85,000 for new ideas sub- 
mitted through the company’s sug- 
gestion system. Nearly 37,000 sug- 
gestions were made by workers 
during the year and of this number 
12,000 were adopted by the com- 
pany. In the last eleven years, 
nearly $600,000 has been paid to 
General Electric employes for new 
ideas adopted by the company.

STRIKE BREAKER BILL 


The house judiciary committee 
recently formally reported a bill 
putting “teeth” in the federal anti- 
strike breakers act. 

The bill makes it unlawful for an 
employer to cause anyone to cross 
State lines for the purpose of ob- 
structing peaceful picketing or in- 
terfere with the right of self-organ- 
ization. 


Violation of the act is made a 
felony. 
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
